Pants, Ang. 20.—“Monadnock” has re- 
turned this morning from Metz. He witnessed 
the battles Gof the: 14th and 16th inst., and 
states the Prussian loss to have been immense. 
He describes the effect of the mtirailleuses as 
being terrific. In the course of the attack 
on Sunday Gen, Bazarne masked the Ochind In- 
fantry, when the enemy, forming ‘in squares, 
mowed down the latter like corn. The Prus 
sians asked a second armistice to bury their dead, 
which was éstimated as bemg ten tames more 
numerous than that of the French. The action 
‘was very severe and lasted for four hours, being 
closed only by the approach of night. The re- 
pulse of the Prussians was complete. The Prus- 
sian officers who buried the dead admitted that 
there were ten Prussians dead to one Frenéh- 
man. The Mreneb loss, according to “ Monad- 
nock,” was under 3,000.

Mayence wears rather a different aspect from 
whatit did when I paid it a visit about ten or 
twelve daysago. All private houses, as well as 
the spacious barracks, are now crowded with 
infantry and artillery men.

The Massacre in China. 

We publish this morning the first full nar- 
rative of the recent massacre inChina. It is 
furnished by a British correspondent of the. 
North China News, and recites with apparent 
impartiality the causes of the popular ox... 
eitement in Tien-tsin, and the ‘inciZ.ents. 
which were the immediate occasigr, of the 
murders, 

The wnfriendly Keating of the Chinese 
seems to have ‘been directed against the. 
French Catholic: Mission at Tien-tain, and 
the outbreak was precipitated by the bad 
temper and indiscretion of the French Con- 
sul—himself the first victim. ‘The managers 
of the Mission, in their proselytizing zeal, 
had encouraged the bringing in .of- Chinese 
children for education in the Catholic faith ; 
and this, again, had-Jed to kidnappmg and 
other abuses. Out of these proceedings 
the whole trouble grew. A...mob 
gathered about the’ Consulate; one of the 
attendants of which fired a revolver at the 
people. The Consul went, pistol in hand, to 
the residence of a local functio hary, and he 
and his associate subsequently fired other 
shots. Then followed the massacre and the 
destruction by fire of the Consulate and 
Catholic establishments. The victims were 
wholly Freneh,—with three exceptions, two 
Russian gentlemenmand a lady. Other for- 
eigners, though naturally alarmed, were not 
molested.

of the Metropolis. 

BAXTER-STREET—ITS OUTWARD ASPECT. 

A stranger passing through the principal 
street of the Five Point District, will find a nar- 
row and crooked alley, paved. with cobble- 
stones, uneven, filled ‘with holes and gullies, 
and buried in filth. Heaps of decaying offal are 
thrown ‘into the street, and the gutters reek 
‘with the fumes of all uncleanness. The narrow 
sidewalks are thrown out of all pretence of be- 
ing level, their ancient flag-stones are broken 
and displaced, and they are almost cut off at 
trequent intervals by short flights of steps de- 
ecending into black and gloomy basements... The 
houses are seldom more than two stories high, 
and are either wooden or ancient brick structures, 
tn the last stages of dilapidation and decay. 
Fhe floors are tipped and warped _m every di- 
reetion, the fronts are cracked, and bulging 
@angerously from their perpendicular, and the 
roofs have broken backs and rotten sides; and 
yet these rickety structures which, if aunoccu- 
pied, one would scarcely dare to enter, lest they 
should collapse ubout his ears, swarm. with in- 
habitants, who over-flow from ‘the dark base- 
ments and dismal doorways, and cover the side- 
‘walks and fill the streets. Shriveled old women 
in tattered rags, blear-eyed men, and thousands 
ef sickly children, half naked, and in many cases 
eovered with sores and scabs, sickening to the 
sight, sit auiid the reeking fumes of the place, 
stupidly indifferent to any higher spheré in life. 

IN-DOORS, 

Wf the curious -visitor ventures into one of 
these forbidding dens,. he finds every room the 
abode of a different family, many of wkom-take 
sofiMiecré or lodgers. A rickety table, one or two 
troken chairs, a few pieces .of dirty crockery, a 
bef, and two’ or three pundjes of rags, consti- 
tute.the furniture of.a single habitation. There 

— is generally one stove in the house, either owned 
by the various inmates and used in common, or 
pwned by one family and used by the others for 
etrifiing consideration. Tie walls of the room. 
we have entered are bare and mouldy, the ceil- 
‘mg is only the floor of the room above, the floor 
Seelf has wide cracks, the rotten boards are 
Roose and broken, and the back portion is at 
‘east a foot lower than the front. Here the fam- 
fly lives, eats and sleeps; in the room behind it, 
= tinn board partition between, another family 
ves, cats and slecps; and above, from two to 
‘ear famihes go through the same processes be- 
seath this one small roof, while the basement is, 
serchance, occupied by the enterprising keeper 
of a “lodging-house,” or a shoe-maker who lives 
‘= his shop. 

HOW THE INMATES LIVE. 

And how does this mass of humanity live in 
tts rotten hive? It is amazing in how smalla 
share of this world’s productions life.can be sup- 
ported, and how hard a. thing 1t is to crush the 
afe out of a human being by merely taking from 
eh what are generally regarded as the nececsa- 
ties of life. A seething pot.of the very offal of a 
butcher’s shop, mixed with half rotten cabbage-
